Sanguinary Scenes at Buenos 


Ayres Elections. 


Members of a Noted Political Club 
Fire at the Police. 


An Answering Volley Kills Several 
and Wounds Many. 


Riots Also Reported in Other Parts of 
Argentine Republic — Charges of 
Fraud in the Elections 
Freely Made, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Buenos Arres, Feb. 8.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.| The Argen- 
tine elections today were accompanied 
by riots. Members of the Radical 
Union Civica Club in Santa Lucia parish, 
Buenos Ayres, fired upon ‘the police, 
who defended themselves. Eight men 
were killed and thirty-six. wounded. 
The Coalition party had a complete vic- 
tory. 

New York, Feb. 9.—The Herald’s 
cable about the Buenos Ayres election 
says: ‘‘In the evening the Civica Club 
held a stormy meeting in the Calle 
Congelo, Santa Lucia parish. The 
members became so excited over the 
disappointing results of the voting that 
they ran to the windows of the club 
house and upon the roof and opened a 
brisk fire upon the body of police patrol- 
ing the street in front of the building. 
The police promptly fired back, and 
Eight members 
of the club were killed and thirty-six 
wounded. Several of the injured are 


-¥Feported dying. 


‘‘As soon as they had discharged their 
firearms the police dispersed the mob 
that had surrounded the club house, and 
set siege to the building, keeping pris- 
oners the 600 rioters gathered there. 
This state of affairs lasted until 2 
o’clock this morning, when, at the ur- 
_ request of President Pelligrini and 

Irigoven, the police withdrew. 

‘‘In Piedad parish the police were also 
attacked by Radicals,,but repulsed them. 
Several persons were wounded. - A riot 
likewise occurred at Rosario, bit was 
quickly suppressed. 

“In the province of Buenos Ayres the 
Coalition party an almost unant- | 


mous vote. 


“Another account states that an 
armed mob of Radicals marched up and 
down the streets in Santa Liicia parish 
last night making threats that they 


would attack the police. The ci:y is 
now ‘comparatively again. e 
party supporting. ca and

icals in this province. The latter, how- 
ever, claim that their defeat is the re- 
sult of corrupt work atthe polls in 
Santa Lucia, 

‘‘At a late hour it jis claimed that the 
elections will be declared invalid on ac- 
count of frauds. Further excitement is 
caused by a proposition by the Radicals 
to hold afmed meetings to discuss the 
election frauds, not only in this city, 
but in all the Argentine provinces. 

“Advices just received from Monte- 
video report a revolt oftroops. Details 
meager. The Sunday elections at 
Rosario wound up with numerous street 
fights.” 


Spurgeon’s Remainsin London. 
Lonpon, Feb. 8.—The body of Rev. 
Mr. Spurgeon arrived at New Haven 
from Mentone this morning. Notwith- 
standing the earliness of the hour there 


was a large assemblage on the quay 


awaiting the arrival of the steamer 
which brought the body from France. 
The coffin, which was taken ashore 
soon after the steamer arrived, was 
inclosed in ¢ wooden case before it was 
taken to the train that wastocarrvy it to 
London. This case was taken off and 
broken into small pieces, which the 
crowd eagerly seized upon and carried 
off as relics. Arriving at London the 
remains were conveyed to the Taber- 
nacle, by an immense 
crowd.

At an adjourned meet- 
ing of the trustees of the New York 
Life,Insurance Company today the res- 
ignation of President William H. Beers 
was unanimously accepted. The spe- 
cial committee appointed to consider 
the report of the State Superintendent 
of Insurance, recently printed, - finds 
that there is nothing to report which 
thee any corrupt or dishonest use of | 


gain of any of the officers of the com- 

any. The committee recommends, 

owever, a division of the duties of the 
executive officers by the appointment of 
an auditor who shall report directly. to 
the trustees; the adoption of a by-law 
that no salaried employé of the com- 
pany shall be eligible as president; that 
a committee of five be appointed to 
make ap to fill vacancies; 
that the’ by-laws be amended in such 
respects as shall addto the efficiency 
of the organization. The committee 
reg 4 eulogizes the services of Presi- 
dent Beers and recommends that a sal- 
ary of $25,000 per annum be paid to 
him during life. 

The board adopted resolutions ac- 
cepting President Beers’ resignation 
with regret, accepting the recommen- 
dation of the.committee for pension of 
$25,000 per annum, and also author-. 
izing an agreement to secure Beers’ 
services during the remainder of his 
life in-am advisory capacity upon half 
pay, $12,500, making altogether an 
annual salary of $37,500 to be paid to 
Mr. Beers during his life. The report 
was accepted. 

It is reported that the presidenc has 
been offered to’ W. Scott, ‘one of the 
vice-presidents of the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society ; W. L. Strong, one 
of the company’s present trustees and 
president of the ‘Central National Bank, 
and to Mr. ‘McCall, comptroller of the 
Equitable. 


MAJ. OVERMAN’S TRIAL. 


Cross-examination, 

Ci8evenand (O..) Feb. 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The examination of 
Henry Rossiter, a clerk in Maj. Over- 
man’s office, today brought forth a 
sensation. ‘He said that Worthington’s 
and .Lamson’s vouchers were partly 
made out By him according to orders, 
and partly’by Overman. The receipts 
were. in Overman’s handwriting. The 
bill of Lamson Bros. sent to the office 
was for only $2.60. Upon cross-exami- 
nation he said. Over- 
man’s orde and sus- 

ton his Seplicate vouchers. 
Then defense, on the ground of 
attacking the credibility of the wit- 
ness’s testimony, launchéd a thunder- 
bolt at him. Judge Sanders, by a series 
of questions, compelled Rossiter to ad- 
mit that he left the employ of the Do- 
mestic Sewing Machine Oompany in 
Chicago in 1886 a heavy defaulter. As 
cashier and of the compa- 
ny’s Chicago oftice sunk $20,000 
of their money inwheat speculation. It 
is stated that the matter was kept out of 
the newspapers; that not even his 
‘most intimate friends or relatives knew 
of it until the unwilling admission ‘of 
Rossiter today. and that the loss was 
long since made good, It is stated that 
Rossiter told Maj. Overman, in confi- 
dence, the story of the defalcation and 
settlement when he obtained employ- 
ment in the engineer’s office. 

Rossiter is almost prostrated by the 
revelation of his guilt at this late day. 
After a few questions concerning the 
investigation at Overman’s office by an 
army -officer after the charges were 
made, Rossiter was allowed to leave the 
witness stand. The Judge Advocate an- 
nounced that the prosecution was 
ended. 


PACIFIC RAILWAY SITUATION. 


A Judgment Rendered Against the Com-. 
pany at Uhicago, 

Carcaao, Feb. 8.—[By the Associated 
Press. ] The Pacific Railway Company, 
in which C. B. Holmes and a number of 
Chicago capitalists have figured so 
prominently, was defeated by Judge Mc- 
Connell today in an attempt to escape a 
$75,000 claim by pleading the illegal- 
ity of its own act. The Pacific Rolling 
Mili Company, a creditor interested, 
furnished rails for the Los Angeles Ca- 
ble Railway in 1889: When that com- 

ny sold out to the Pacific company 

he etn it is claimed, assumed the 
debt. ment was afterward refused 
and lling companysued. The de- 
fense’s contention was that the Los An- 
geles company was organized under Cal- 
ifornia laws and had no right to sell to 
the Pacific company, an Illinois corpo- 
ration. The case was submitted to 
Judge McConnell some weeks ago and 
this morning he entered judgment 
against the Pacific Railway Company 
for $76, 617. pa appeal may be taken. 


Russian Robbers Bound for America. 

Carcaco, Feb. 8.—A Denver special 
says: “The Russian government has 
officially notified Chief of Police Farley 
threngh its consular agent at San Fran- 
cisco that one of its treasury vaults in 
Siberia has been despoiled by robbers 
and gold rubles to the amount of $396,- 
000 taken.. The Ozar requests the 
chief to arrest the robbers if they ar- 
rive in Denver. The robbery was com: 
mitted December 1. The. perpetrators 
escaped at once across Siberia and 
agents of the Russian police are of the 
opinion that some one of the Chinese 
seaports is the point where they will 
take a ship for Atherica. 


River Gravel for Paving. 

A very excellent material for paving. 
outside streets, it is said, is to be found 
in abundance in the bed ofthe river 
anywhere in the city. This gravel is 
mixed there with sand and larger 
stones, and would need to be sifted or 
separatéd before hauled out on the 
streets. The sand when sifted out is 
all right for use in building and the 
larger stones may be utilized in making 
gutters.

Ghastly Scenes at the Hotel 
Royal Ruins. 


Search for the Dead on 


Night and Day. 


Charred Remains Being Constantly 
Removed from the Debris, 


Only a Few of the Burned Bodies so Far 
Identified—Several of the Miss- 
ing Guests Turn Up All 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Feb. 8.--[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| Search for the dead in. 
the ruins of the Hotel Royal, which wag 
stopped temporarily last night, was 
resumed this morning. Two vodies had 
been found at 9:30. From a care- 
ful examination of the hotel regis- 
ter and journal furnished by Clerk 
Underwood the number of persons in 
the building when the fire broke out 
was 152, of whom eight are known to 
be dead, eighty-one were rescued be- 
fore the wallscollapsed and sixty-one 
are still missing. Among those rescued 
from the flaming building are twenty- 
four more or less seriously burned and 
bruised. It is not improbable that a 
number of those who are still among 
the missing this morning may have 
escaped. Until the great heaps of 
debris have been removed no 
one can tell what will be disclosed, 

In taking out the two bodies men- 
tionéd above a number of others were 
brought into view. Every effort was 
being made to reeover these when it — 
was discovered that the wall on the 
Fortieth street side was tottering and 
about to fall, so the search was sus- 
pended for a time in order that the wall 
might be torn down. As soon as this 
was done work was once more resumed, 
By noon two more bodies were removed, 
both being those of women. One is 
supposed to be that of a woman em- 
ployed about the hotel. 

Victor Follerin, a waiter who worked 
in the hotel some time ago, this morn- 
ing said it was the habit for rubbish to 
accumulate in one corner of thé 
kitchen; that this pile of rubbish on 
three different occasions caught fire; 
but it was quickly extinguished. Fol- 
lerin believes that it was here that the 
fire originated. This morning it was 
also learned on good authority that 
Harding, the fireman of the hotel, who 
first discovered the fire, fought the 
flames for fifteen minutes before he 
raised the alarm. Harding denies it. 

Up to 2 o’clock this afternoon four 
bodies had been found and removed to 
the morgue. Three of these were those 
of women. This makes nine in all re- 
covered from the ruins. Of these only | 
one, that of Harry J. Levy, has been 
identified. The bodies recovered today 
are all terribly burned and identification 
may be impossible. The sixth body 
found is thought to be that of Fanny 
Clark of this city. 

Walter Yates, a Philadelphia clothier, 
is in a very critical condition, and the 
surgeons do not expect him to recover, 

A young woman who was taken to the 
New York Hospital suffering from a 
fracture at the base of the skull, in- 
ternal injuries and burns, is said to be 


Etta Green, formerly cashier ‘at the 
Sturtevant House. She is not expected 
to recover. 


Mrs. W. S. Lockard of this city is 
suffering from internal injuries and is 
in a critical condition. All others res- 
cued from the hotel, suffering from 
burns and other injuries, are said to be 
doing well. 

Late this afternoon workmen found a 


foot and part of a leg inthe ruins. At 
5:30 a body was found. It was so badly 
burned as to be unrecognizable. At 


6:45 the eleventh body was brought to 
view. The legs were almost gone, the 
arms nad been burned off and the head 
was crushed. In the upper jaw a set of 
false teeth were found which looked 
like those of a woman. 

One hundred men are at work on the 
debris and will be kept going night and 
day until they have completed the work 
of clearing away the ruins, which in 
all probability will take three days. 
One of the bodies recovered today has 
been identified as that of A. A. Town- 
send of New Haven, Ct. A crowd has 


been at the morgue all day, but it has 


been very orderly and there is no 
trouble keeping order. The officers 
ejected all who had evidently been at- 
tracted there by mere curiosity. 

A steam derrick was placed in For- 
tieth street anda number of electric 
lights strung inorder that the work 
may be conducted all night. Two more 
bodies of Women were recovered in the 
evening. One of them was identified as 
Mrs. Lewis, 2 book maker’s wife: 
body designated as No. 9 was recognized 
as that of Miss Bagley, the housekeeper. 

Mrs. Hattie van Norden, wife of 
Henry J. van Norden, manager of the 
Royal Worcester Corset Company, is 
undoubtedly among those who perished. 
The woman had jewels worth between 
$380,000 and 40,000 in a chamois 
skin belt wrapped around her waist at 
the time of the fire, and the gems, to- 
gether with valuable papers are in the 
ruins with her. 

Several terribly burned bodies of men 
were drawn from the ruins, One of the 
Italians digging in ‘the ruins fellina . 
fit before midnight. He imagined that 
he had sunk his pick into the body of. 
one of the victims. 

Mr. and Mrs. McLean and Miss Annie 
Cummings, who were reported missing, 
turned up tonight.

Councilmen Rhodes aad McGarry also 
favored repaying the- amount, and 
thought provision should be made at the 
next tax levy. ey 

The City Attorney stated that while 
he is not opposed to the repayment of 
this money, still there are many obsta- 
cles in the way that should be looked 
into, and the Council should give the 
matter more attention than they had 
before taking final action. ft might 
invalidate the tax levy to attempt to 
make a levy for this purpose, as the 
city had no right to levy taxes to pay 
any other than a legal debt. Taxes 
cannot be levied to pay debts of honor, 
no matter how much merit there is in 
them.

DR. KURT VON TROTHA. 


A High-toned German Swindler 
in the. Toils, 


How He “ Worked”’ His Los Angeles 
Fellow-countrymen. 


Taken in by the Old Threadbare 
“Telegram Fake.”’ 


The “Doctor" Now Languishing in the 
Recelving Hospital at the City Prison 
~—His Victims on the Warpath 
—Feigning Sickness. 


One ofthe smoothest rascals on the 
Coast is now confined in the receiving 
hospital at the central police station. 
While he is a patient_he will not be al- 
lowed to depart until after he has been 
givenachance to explain his crooked 
ways in the Police Court, and unless he: 
can show aclean record he will proba- 
bly spend some time in jail. 

e is a German and speaks broken 
English, but he is evidently an educated 
man and has moved in good society at 
some time during his life as an honest” 
man, but at present he is about as low 
as a man can sink, notwithstanding the 
fact that up to last Saturday, when the 
police took him incharge, he was flying 
around among the swell Germans of 
this city and was considered a great 
and rich man. 

He goes under the high-sounding 
name of Dr. Kurt von Trotha, and has 
given out that he is one of the richest 
noblemen in Germany or something of 
that kind, but the police are of the 
opinion othat he is a low-down confi- 
dence operator and bunco steerer. 

The ‘‘doctor’’ reached this city some 
three or four weeks ago and at once 
proceeded to do up his countrymen and 
several swell political dudes, who think 
it the proper caper to pander to any- 
thing that savors of having once 


} marched around with thenobility of the 


old country, 

The able swindler has sprung a new 
‘fake’ on the, innocent people of Los 
Angeles, but it is old in some of the 
Eastern cities and has been shown up 
in the newspapers at various times. It 
is nothing more or less than the old 
telegram fake, but it caught on in this 
city to perfection, and during the ‘‘doc- 
tor's’’ short fling as a society dude he 
managed to live on the fat of the land 
and wastreated as an equal by people 
who turn up their noses at the average 
run of humanity. 

The fellow took up his quarters at the- 
Strasbourg Hotel when he first landed 
in this city, but his refined manners soon 
convinced the proprietor, Mr Engler, 


that the ‘‘doctar’’ was too high-toned 


to live in a hotel, so heinvited the fellow 
to his private residence, where he was 
given the best treatment possible, and 
was repaid in anything but a gentle- 
manly manner by the sharper. 

As soon as the German bunco man had 
taken in the situation and located his 
crop of ‘‘suckers,’’ he secured several 
telegraph blanks and began operations 
in earnest. 

His first dispatch reads as follows: 

MONTICELLO, Jan. 4, 189°. 

To Dr. Kurt v Trotha, 111 Los Angeles St.. 
Did sent 2 thousent doll 
this morning to first national bank for you, 
where you can receive your money. Lan. 
ter have offered 4 thousent for Ceves, 36 
hundert for Undine. Shall accept.. Tele- 
gram answer. Matador better. Henry 
and Sophie married Sunday. ra near. 

ARTLN: 

The ‘‘doctor’’ worked up quite a lot 
of business on the strength of this, and 
succeeded in gathering ina pocket full 
ef gold. 

The next dispatch is a mixture of 
German and English, which it is almost 
impossible to translate. It is dated 
Cassel, January 18, 1892,and addressed 
to ‘Dr. Kurt von Trotha, No, 506 Dnu- 
commun street, Los Angeles, Cal.,’’ and 
informs Trotha of the death of his uncle, 
or words to that effect. 

On the receipt of this the ‘‘doctor’’ 
gave out that he istheowner of some 
fine horses in Iowa, and he informed 
his admiring friends that he was so 
much in love with Los Angeles and the 
surrounding country that he had de- 
cided to locate here and establish a 
fine stock ranch. He got hold of a 
prominent real estate dealer and told 
him that he would give him $1000 if 
he would find him the kind of a ranch 
he wanted, and the poor ‘‘sucker’’ 
chased allover the country in a vain 
effort to find what the swell horseman 
wanted. Finally a German with just 
the thing wanted was found, and the 
German made several trips to the city 
and both he and the real estate dealer 
spent considerable money fixing things 
up for the great man, and when they 
found that they were dealing with a 
swindler they suddenly became _ the 
angriest couple in the city, and the 
German rancher called at the police 
station and wanted the ‘‘doctor’’ ar- 
rested forthwith. 

The next dispatch is as follows: 

New YORK, Jan. 10, 1892." 

Dr. Kurt von Trotha, 306 Ducommun street, 
Los Angeles, Cal.—Did you receive telegram 
about your uncle's death and testament? 
If so send answer to your mother; is in sor- 
row that you did not receive telegram. 
Your mother wishes very much to do your 
uncle's last will, and like to see you mar- 
ried. It so come to New York. I have 
more interesting news for you. Hope. you 
will do so. FEIGEL, 

Ger. Consul 

This shows that the scamp was getting 
ready to skip, but he was too late, for 
he had shown this to but a few people 
when some of his ‘‘suckers’’ got it into 
their heads that he was doing them up, 
so they visited Chief Glass in a body 
and proceeded to pour their troubles in 
his ears, and as soon as the chief was 
told that some of his dispatches were 
written in the German language he saw 
at once that the fellow is a swindler 
and sent one of his detectives out to 
bring him in. : 

The ‘‘doctér’’ was soon in~the chief's 
presence, and when he saw that he was 
cornered he gave up and admitted to 
the chief that he wrote the dispatches 
himself for the purpose of working 
money out of his countrymen. He 
begged hard to be released, but when he 
saw that he was te be locked up he be- 
gan to cough, and informed the chief 
that it would be murder to lock him up 
as he was in the last stages of consump- 
tion, and any great trouble would be 
fatal. 

Ina few minutes he began to spit 
blood just like a real consumptive in 
the last stages, and he kept this up un- 
til he succeeded in frightening the life 
almost out of several of the tender- 
hearted detectives present, but the 
chief thought he “smelt a good-sized 
nigger in the wood: pile,’’ so he had the 
fellow placed in the receiving hospital 
and sent foga doctor, to whom he ex- 
pressed the belief. that the ‘‘doctor’’ 
was shamming and that the blood came 
from a wound in his mouth instead of 
his lungs. 

After considerable trouble the fel- 


low’s mouth was opened, when it was” 


found that he has a tooth so arranged 
that he can suck out mouthfuls of blood 
whenever he desires. 

This took place last Saturday, but the 
fellow has carried on at such a rate that 
he has not been removed from the hos- 
pital, but he wilt be prosecuted, as a 
number of his victims have called at the 
station and all express a desire to shove

him through to the full extent of the 
law.

Over Three Hundred Birds for Exhibition, 
Purposes—Some of the Rare Varie-. 
ties—The American Class 
in the Lead. 


There will arrive today a carload of’ 
300 birds of the very bluest blood, rep. 
resenting the aristocracy of fowldom,: 
These crowing delegates come acrosg 
the continent to attend the seventeenth; 
annual show of the National Ponltry; 
Association, and they travel in @ 
special car mer Wells-Fargo, with an, 
attendant to look after them. Each. 
bird is in a separate coop, a light mus- 
lin'shipping crate, and there is a large 
exercising coop beside, where’ the 
thoroughbreds enjoy a daily promenade 
during their trahscontinental trip 
This exercising coop also serves as 2 
dining-car for the delegates. It ecdste 
from $2.50 to 33.50 per head to get 
the fowls across the continent, and theg 
are coming to.compete for the honors 
and the $1000 in premiums offered 
the poultry show. These birds, té 
gether with the California fowls to be 
placed on exhibition, will swell the 
number to 2000. All the birds range 
in value from $25 to $100 apiece to 
breeders and their aggregate valuatiog 
will be about $100,000. 

- Among the rare varieties brought tq 
this Coast for the first time will be the 
Blue Andalusians, Derbyshire Redcaps, 
Mottled Anconnas, Mottled Langshans, 
Autocrat Brahmas and Buff Brahmas, 
this last variety being now placed op 


United States. Among the most prom- 
nent varieties the American class will 
perhaps lead, with the Mediterraneans, 
of course, following. The Asiatic will 
come next in order, and then the 
French, Polish and Hamburg. Each‘of 
these classes have fromeight to ten 
varieties. The sweepstake prizes are 
of course the most sought after, the 
highest scored bird in his class thus 
wiuning not only in his own class bat 
over all other competitors. The high- 
est prize offered willbe $100. Poultry 
fanciers have been known to win $780 
on a single bird, and $1000 on a breed. 
ing pen of varieties. 

The show, which opens next Wednes- 
day in Armory Hall, will continue eight 
days, and a public reception will be ten- 
dered on that evening by the Chambes 
of Commerce to the 200 or more poyl 
try-fahciers who have come from varie 
ous parts of the Union to be present at 
this annual poultry féte. It is an honor 
to Los Angeles that she came out ahead 
in the race for the show. Cincinnati, 
Topeka, Denver, Detrdit, Peoria, I, 
Worcester, Mass., and Bowmansville, 
Canada, were all active competitors, 
but the association chose this city, 
Last year theshow was held at Charles- 
ton, S. C.; in L890 at New York city; 
in 1889 at Buffalo, N. Y.; in 1888 at 
Indianapolis, and in 1887 at Sti Louis, 
which is the furthest westithas ever 
been held until this yeat, when for the 
first time itcomes beyond the Rockies, 

H. A. Bridge of Columbus, O., super- 
intendent of the shiéw, is already in the 
city. It is quite probable that Mr. 
Bridge will be the superintendent of the

The ladies had a special call meeting 
last Thursday: to determine what they 
would do in regard to the lunch privi- 
lege at the citrus faiz, and also to con- 
sider the appointment of a lady com- 
missioner to the World’s Fair, and 
thereby hangs a tale, It seems that 
the con.missioner from this district, L.. 


ago to notify the Ladies’ Annex that he 
had decided to select a lady commis- 
sioner from their ranks as acompliment 
to the Annex. Instead of notifying 
the Annex officially and at once 
Mr. Wiggins, it appears, told 
in private its president, at _ the 
same time exacting strict secrecy 
from her, saying that he would 
tell her when it wastime to spring the 
question before the Annex and seal the 
bargain. As his reason for this secrecy 
he said that the Friday Morning Club, 
or some other ladies’ organization, 
would undoubtedly make a bid for the 
plum if it were made public that a Los 
Angeles lady was to be thus honored, 
The president, placing confidence in Mr.

Suicide of Harry Haskins at Al- 
|  hambra. 


The Publication in ‘The Times” 
Caused a Decided Sensation. 


What Pasadenians Think of Mr. 
Blaine’s Withdrawal.* 
Interviews With Leading Citizens — The 
McKinley Sentiment Among the 
Young Men—Death of an Es- 
timable Young Lady.

The suicide of Harry Haskins at Alham- 
bra, Sunday night, an account of which ap. 
peared in yesterday's TIMES, caused a sen- 
sation in town, as he was an old resident, 
had many friends, and bore the reputation 
of being a whole-souled young man. 

It appears that Haskins started for Al- 
hambra Sunday forenoon with Frank Mc- 
Afee, of the fire department. They took 
the car down to the Raymond and then 
walked on to Alhambra, Haskins firing at. 
stakes, etc., as he went along with are- 
volver that he had hired at Louis Herr- 
mann’s gunstore and told Herrmann that 
he wanted it to shoot atatarget. His com- 
panion says that he appeared-in his usual 
good spirits and he suspected nothing 
wrong, They were at Montfort’s saloon at 
intervals during the day, and Haskins be- 
came slightly intoxicated. About 5 o'clock 
in the evening they started to walk home. 
The men had only gone a slrort distance 
when Haskins remarked: ‘Frank, I don't 
believe I'll ever get home; don't you want 
to see me kill myseif?’? With these words 
he raised the revolver to his head and 
pulled the trigger, but McAfee by a quick 
movement struck the weapon and deviated 
its course and nu damage was done. Has- 
kins immediately ran forward and before 
McAfee could reach him fired the fatal 
shot. The ball entered the brain and the 
victim died without speaking a word. 

The deceased was avout 32 years of age, 
and has lived in Pasatliena for nearly ten 

ears, working at the blacksmith business. 
For the past five years he has had a shop of 
his own on the site of the Exchange Block, 
Colorado street. 

The cause of his tragic death is said to 
have been largely due to his use of liquor, 
although it is said that he had got behind 
in his accounts with hardware dealers, both 
nere.and in Los Angeles. Deceased was 
married a year ago last December, but it is 
20t known whether domestic difficulties 
aad anything to do with his suicide or not. 
His neighbors say thatthey did not. Mrs. 
Haskins says that he has threatened to take 

nis life on one or two occasions, the last 
‘ime being Sunday morning before he left 
nome. She was prostrated when the news 
»f the shocking termination of her hus- 
oand’s life was broken to her. 

Haskins was not a member of the Masonic 
todge here as stated inthe TIMEs, but was 
formerly an Odd Fellow. 
he had not belonged to any society. 

An inquest was held gver the remains at 
Alhambra yesterday afternoon, and the 
verdict of the jury was that deceased died 
oy his own hand, assigning nocause. The 
body was brought to 
last evening. The time for the funeral has 
aot been set.

Lot C. Mooney is languishing in the Han- 
ford, Tulare county, jail on a charge,that 
is likely to send him to Folsom or San 
Quentin for aterm of years. This bit of 
tnformation will be a surprise to the people 
of Orange county and the many friends and 
acquaintances of Mrs. J. W. Layman and 
her daughter, Minnie, who is now Mrs. 
Mooney. Mooney left Santa Ana Saturday, 
January 30, claiming at the time that he 
was going to San Francisco on a business 
trip and that he would returnina few 
days, but subsequent events go to prove 
that he was taking a final farewell of his 
young wife and three-months-old baby and 


‘that he was about to embark for parts un- 


known. When he had gone as far as Han- 
ford he evidently thought he was far 
enough away to conceal his identity 
and therefore plans were laid to 
make a ‘‘raise’’ that he might proceed on 
his journey to pastures green in a style 
that would be acceptable to his somewhat 
exalted imagination. Representing him. 
self as the authorized agent of the Conti- 
nental Building and Loan Association of 
Los Angeles he secured a short loan from 
the Hawford Bank of $800. The bank, 
not feeling entirely satisfied with the loan, 
communicated with the building and loan 
association of Los Angeles and ascertained 
that they had been victims of fraud. 
Moonep was arrested before he could leave 
town and all but a few dollars of. the 
amount borrowed was recovered. 

A letter from Mooney has been received 
in this city in which he asks for assistance 
and in which he also convicts himself of the 
crime,committed. His career in Santa Ana 
has been short, but in that time he has suc- 
ceeded in bringing sorrow and disgrace 
upon one of the oldest and best-known fam- 
ilies in the valley. Every traveler from 


San Francisco to San Diego knew the father 


of Mrs. Mooney, J. W. Layman, who used 
to run the old Santa Ana Hotel. Mooney 
first came to Santa Ana about Janu- 
ary, 1891: On March 12 he was 
married to Minnie G. daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Layman, andthe issue of that 
marriage is a beautiful little three-months- 
old baby. The father of this child 18 a 
native of Vermont and when he was 
married claimed to hail from Minneapolis. 
During his brief stay in Santa Ana he made 
some friends, but before his departure his 
true character had begun to show itself. 


‘Only a few weeks before he left he pawned 


his wife’s wedding ring in Los Angeles and 
did not seem to care who knewit. Before 
his marriage to Miss Layman the impres- 
sion gained ground here that he was very 
wealthy, having an annualincome of over 
$12,000, but it was not long after the 
marriage until his true financial standing 
was known. His arrest in Hanford was 
made on the 3d of February, and the re- 
sult of his trial is awaited with interest in 
this locality. Mrs. Layman and Mrs. 
Mooney have the sympathy of kind friends 
in the disgrace that has been brought upon 
them, butitis only the natural result of 
the ninety and nine hasty marriages. 

Mrs. Mooney was called upon last even- 
ing at her motberc’s home, corner Sixth and 
West streets, and found her rocking her lit- 
tle baby to sleep. When the reporter to) 
her his mission she exclaimed: ‘Oh, wil 
it all have to be published?” and said, “I 
hardly know what totell you. All I know 
isthat Mr. Mooney left here last Monday 
morning a week ago for San Francisco, 
where he expected to get work. At Hany 
ford he stopped to visit Mr. and Mrs. Hick- 
man. Mr. Hickman is cashier of the bank 
and his wife is an old schoolmate of mine. 
She visited me here last summer, when{Mr. 
Mooney met her forthe firsttime. Yes, I 
had a letter from him. Wednésday evening 
saying that he wasin a little trouble, but 
everything would be all right. Mr. Mooney 
took dinner with Mr. and Mrs. Hickman on 
Tuesday, and after going back to bank 
drew his check for $800, which Mr. Hick- 
man cashed. In a little while after Mr. 
Hickman met Mr. Mooney and said word 
had come from Los Angeles not to pay the 
check, and asked him to return the money 
until after matters could be straightened 
up. Mr. Mooney returned all the money, 
but was afterward arrested by another man 
in the bank. That is all I know about it, 
just what my husband wrote me. I expect 


you know more about it than I do. Oh, 


dear, this will kill me yet,” sighed the 
broken-hearted little wife, asthe reporter 
bowed himself outof the room. Mooney is 
held in default of $4000 bond and so far no 
one here has manifested any desire to help 
him out.
